are now chosen, and all the provisions of law
and rules of practice relating to the selection,
qualifications, duties and compensation of jurors
in the circuit court, shall be applicable in said
superior court; provided, it shall be the duty of
the county baard of supervisors of said Douglas
county to select in the manner now provided
by law, two hundred persons to serve as jurers
in said court, and said county board of super-
visors xhall, in the same manner, select sixty
jpersons to serve as petit jurors in said court for
the year 1897, at their first meeting after the
paseage and publication of this act.
